San Diego, Calif., Jan. ' 20— 


(AP)—A confessed killer of six, 
William E. Cook Jr., is enroute 
today to a t federal 
courtroom 


where his wild, bloody career may 
end with the death penalty. 


The FBI said Badman Bill ad- 


mitted slaughtering five members 
of the Carl Mosser family of At- 
wood, HI., and salesman Robert 
H. Dewey of Seattle, Wash., all 
vrithin five days. 


Taken to Oklahoma 


Holdups, robbery, kidnaping and 


killings filled the straightforward 
account of Cook's 
depredations 


given by E. C. Richardson, Federal 
Bureau of Investigation agent in 
charge here. Shortly after 
the 


agent's recital yesterday Cook w,as 
taken away, enroute to Oklahoma 
City. 


Ihere he is charged under the 


federal Lindbergh law with kid- 
naping the Mosser 
family and 


causing injury to them, "to wit: 
murder," a crime for which the 
death penalty can be imposed. 


With his hands and feet shack- 


led, Cook was taken by automobile 
under heavy guard, to Los Angeles. 
He was there just about long 
enough for photographers to snap 
a few pictures. He said nothing, 
nor were interviews permitted. 


He and four other federal pris- 


oners then were loaded aboard a 
special car on a Southern Pacific 
train which left Los Angeles last 
night on a schedule getting it to 
Oklahoma City Sunday afternoon. 
Five tight-lipped Deputy U. S. 
Marshals 
guarded 
the 
party. 


Blinds of the car compartments 
were drawn immediately after the 
prisoners got aboard. 


Caught Last Sunday 


Cook was captured in Mexico 


last Sunday. 


Agent Richardson gave this ac- 


count of the story of Badnian 
Cook, 23, a dishwasher and ex- 
convict from Joplin, Mo.: 


The crime tour began Christmas 


Day at Blythe, Calif., where Cook 
got drunk. He hitch-hiked to El 
Paso, Tex., and Juarez, Mex., then 
started for his horn* town, Joplin. 


On Dec. 30 he held up Lee 


Archer, Tahoka, Tex., took his 
automobile, abandoned 
it near 


Oklahoma City. Then he encoun- 
tered the Mosser family, who were 
enroute to Albuquerque, N. M., to 
visit Mosser's brother. 


Cook flagged down their car, 


hopped in, gun in hand, and kept 
the family under his threatening 
control for three days. He forced 
Mosser to drive to Oklahoma City 
and to Wichita Falls, Tex., where 
Mosser attempted to yell for help 
at a grocery store but was thwar- 
ted. 


Cook ordered Mosser to head for 


Albuquerque. At Carlsbad Caverns, 
N. M., the Mossers tried to escape, 
whereupon Cook threatened to kill

Stalin Just Another Despot, 
Truman Tells Magazine Group 


Washington, Jan. 20—(AP)—President Truman last night declared 


"there isn't any difference" between Soviet Premier Joseph Stalin 
and Hitler, Mussolini, and other notorious despots of history. 


"They are all just alike . . . 


they believed in the enslavement 
of the common people," Truman 
told av 'business mobilization din- 
ner' of the Society of Business 
Magazine Editors. 


But, he added, "we are going to 


win." 


Word for Senators 


In a conciliatory mood toward 


senate critics of his right to send 
troops to Europe, Truman indicat- 
ed he thinks the senators' motives 
are the best. 


"There is not a senator," he 


said, "who is not just as anxious 
to see the U. S. government con- 
tinue as a free government in the 
world as I am. And actually, no 
matter what they say for publica- 
tion, when the time comes for ac- 
tion they will be right in there—I 
am just as sure of that as I stand 
here." 


"Freedom Will Prevail" 


He declared that "we are faced 


with aggression, and we are faced 
with inflation" but freedom "is 
going to prevail in the world." 


The president has often scored 


Soviet Russia as the fountain of 
Communist imperialism, but his 
prepared comment last night was 
one of the rare occasions when he 
has criticized Premier Stalin by 


His denunciation of Stalin as a 


dictator recalled that in 1948 Tru- 
man referred to the Soviet leader 
as "Old Joe" and called him a 
prisoner of the pohtburo, Russia's

Washington, Jan. 20—(AP)— 


The unifortned chiefs of the army, 
navy and air force Insist that a 
long-term universal military and 
service 'training (UMST) plan is 
needed to meet their manpower 
goals. 


General J. Lawton Collins said 


yesterday that army strength by 
July 1 -will be equivalent to M 
combat divisions compared with 
"the 12 or 14 previously mention- 
ed." 


The army chief of staff agreed 


with Admiral Forrest P. Sherman 
that the nation's current goal of 
3,462,205 persons in the armed 
services may have to boosted. 


Ne«d 18-Year-Olds 


The commanders of the three 


large fighting forces told the sen- 
ate 
preparedness 
subcommittee 


that it is absolutely necessary to 
start drafting 18 yea* old boys for 
a minimum of at least 27 months 
service. 


Collins, with General Hoyt Van- 


denberg, air force chief of staff, 
flew back here from frontline in- 
spections of the Pacific battle 
front, only a few hours before 
testifying. One member of the 
committee said they expressed 
conviction that U.N. forces can 
hold on in Korea. He asked not to 
be identified. 


Sherman, chief .of naval opera- 


tions, also backed completely the 
Pentagon requests • for 
lowering 


age limits and lengthening service 
of men who will be Inducted into 
the armed services. 


Four Year Minimum? 


The chiefs of staff differed only 


in their opinions as to the length 
of military service which should 
be required under UMST. 


Sherman said that the 
navy 


actually favors a minimum of 
four years, or the present shortest 
period for voluntary enlistments. 


He said it takes at least that 


long to make a good sailor out of 
a recruit and that the navy ex- 
pects these long-term volunteers 
to be the backbone of the fighting 
navy as they have been in the past. 


Vandenberg said the air force 


wanted men for a minimum of 
"three or four years." 


He explained that the modern 


aircraft and air force are complex 
and it usually takes about 12 
months training before a man can 
even fit into a crew or other unit 
team.

Washington,! Jan. 20—(AP)—Under the new leadership of Eric 


Johnston, the so-called "czar" of .the Hollywood movies, the Economic 
Stabilization Agency (ESA) pushed today for a quick freeze on 
wages and prices. 


Johnston, four times president 


of the United States Chamber 
of Commerce, took a leave of ab- 
sence as head of the Motion Pic- 
ture Association of America, to 
succeed Alan Valentine as ESA ad- 
ministrator. 


Valentine Resigns 


Valentine resigned 
yesterday. 


He felt immediate controls were 
"premature." 


Mobilization Director Charles E. 


Wilson, who had forced Valen- 
tine's hand, immediately began 
drafting an executive order for 
President Truman's signature giv- 
ing Johnson broader powers. 


The order, due shortly, report- 


edly will make Johnson supervisor 
over the entire economic phase of 
mobilization. 
Besides wages and 


home financing—authority which 
Valentine did not possess. 


Byword Is Speed 


Speed was the by-word. 
Wil- 


son's Office of Defense Mobiliza- 
tion wanted a freeze on wages 
and prices by next week, but Price 
Stabilization Director Michael Di- 
Salle told a reporter that "purely 
mechanicla problems" might delay 
action somewhat. 


Present plans, it was under- 


stood, call for an overall price 
freeze similar to OPA's "general 
maximum price regulation" of 
World War H. Separate ceilings 
then would be worked out, indus- 
try by industry, as rapidly as pos- 
sible. A "rollback" to January 1 
price levels is under study. 


In the meantime, there were 


these developments in price-wage 
field: 


1. The railroad industry asked 


the interstate commerce commis- 
sion to make effective immediately 
a six per cent freight rate increase 
requested earlier this week. The 
industry petition said the increase 
was needed to meet rising opera- 
tion costs.

2. Wholesale prices burst through 


all previous records for the tenth 
consecutive week. The Bureau of 
Labor Statistics reported the in- 
dex of all commodities on whole- 
sale exchanges during the week 
of Jan. 16 reached 178.7 per cent

Allied Forces 
Await Push by 
Chinese Reds 


Offensive May Get 
Underway 'Anytime*

Tokyo, Jan. 20—(AP)—Commu- 


nist forces hit allied troops in 
recaptured Wonju on three sides 
:oday. Fighting raged inside the 
tey road-rail hub on the central 
Korean front. 


The Red attack—perhaps 
the 


start of the expected Communist 
offensive—flared as General Mac- 
Arthur arrived in Korea and said: 
'No one is going to drive us into 
the sea." 


Troop* to Hold Fast? 


'This command intends to main- 


tain a military position in Korea 
just as long as the statesmen of 
the United Nations decide that we 
should do so," MacArthur told a 
special news conference. 


Associated Press Correspondent 


William C. Barnard reported a 
fierce fight had developed at Won- 
ju-in the frigid mountains. 


It was not a major battle yet. 


But the Wonju attack had the 
stamp of Communist Chinese and 
Korean strategy; try to drive on 
Taegu, keystone of the old Pusan 
perimeter, turn the flanks and roll 
allied forces back against the east 
and west coasts. 


Barnard said Communist troops 


in unknown numbers were on the 
east and west edges of the rub- 
bled town and strung along the 
twisted, bombed rail line to the 
northwest. 


"On the southeast side of Won- 


ju, Communist troops are moving 
boldly in the hills," he said. Bar- 
nard re-entered the town with a 
tank-led patrol Friday. 


UN Controls Boad* 


In Wonju the allied troops de- 


nied the Reds use of three main 
roads radiating southwest, south 
and southeast. 


Wonju is 'in the middle of the 


two Communist buildup sectors. 


West of the roa'd hub were three 


Chinese Red armies totalling 90,* 
000 men. 
Stretched across the 


mountains to the east were at 
least six North Korean divisions. 


As MacArthur dictated his state- 


ment of confidence from notes 
written on the plane trip from 
Tokyo, allied patrols continued 
their hard-hitting harrassment of 
massing Reds along the front' 


The UN commander conferred 


for 90 minutes with Lt. Gen. Mat- 
thew B. Ridgway, commander of 
the U. S. Eighth Army, before 
his 10-minute news conference. 


A rash of patrol skirmishes 


broke out in the Yongwol-Tanyang 
area southeast of Wonju where 
10,000 UN troops were presfisg 
about 30,000 Korean Reds. 


A dispatch from AP Correspon- 


dent Don Huth at Eighth Army 
headquarters spoke of elements of 
an allied division and two regi- 
ments in this mountainous sector. 
Yongwol is 30 miles southeast of 
Wonju; Tangyang, 35. 


In western Korea, an allied ar-

Great Britain 
Flu Epidemic; 
Hundreds Die 


London, Jan. 
20—(AP)—Ire- 


land and Britain today were bear- 
ing the brunt of Europe's worst 
influenza outbreak in years. 


Official reports 
for the 126 


great towns of 
England 
and 


Wales, south of the Scottish bor- 
der, 
including 
London, showed 


that 890 persons died of the dis- 
ease last week. 
The total re- 


ported by the registrar general's 
office was almost double the 458 
of the previous week. 


In Ireland, Cork and Dublin 


were hardest hit. 
All primary 


schools were closed in Cork and 
a number of government officials 
were ill in Dublin. 


The epidemic appeared to be 


on the rise in some parts of Eur- 
ope, but waning in others. 


Czechoslovak 
authorities said 


the disease ha* stricken many 
persons in Pilsen and Brno, where 
special treatment centers were 
set up. 
Parts of 
France 
reported a 


heavy incidence and one Paris 
hospital said it could not handle 
any more cases. Increasing num- 
bers of cases were reported in th« 
Mediterranean area. 


In most of Germany the epi- 


demic appeared to be fading, with 
only isolated cases reported. 


Denmark and Sweden also ap- 


peared to have passed the peak.

about frozen water pipes 
How- 


e\er, for those others, any pipes 
which aie exposed 
to 
freezing 


tempeiatuies should be covered, 
especially if located out of doors 
or m unheated spaces 


Smaller water pipes are more 


likely to fieeze than larger waste 
or sewer pipes, since the latter 
carry water that has usually been 
warmed to some extent, and which 
flows off quickly, leaving the pipe 
empty 


For pipes located in an unheated 


basement, attic, garage, or out of 
doors where they are likely to 
fieeze, it is well to incase them 
in rock wood or hair felt, in asbes- 
tos pipe covering or in cork. 


In severe climates, it is advis- 


able to apply two thicknesses of 
this insulation and to break or 
stagger the joints and seams in 
order to make the insulation tight 


If exposed to the weathei, Insula- 
tion should be protected by wrap- 
ping it spirally with cotton fabric 
tape or strips of saturated* felt, 
followed by two coats of asphalt- 
varnish 


When pipes are 
laid 
under- 


ground they must be buried deep 
enough to be ptotected from dam- 
age by heavy 
vehicles passing 


oxer them and to eliminate the 
possibility of freezing In the ex- 
treme northern states a depth of 
4 to 6 feet is lequired, in the cen- 
tral latitude states, pipes should 
be placed from 2'2 to 3 feet m the 
ground, and in the southern states 
a depth of from I12 to 2 feet is 
usually enough covering to protect 
them, from freezing damages 


Should your water-supply pipes 


become f r o z e n , 
they 
require 


prompt thawing out to avoid pos- 
sible bursting. 
In lead and soft 


copper pipes, a bulge in the pipe 
will generally disclose the loca- 
tion of the frozen area, while in

Protect New Linoleum Floors; 
Prevent Shabby Appearance

linoleum is smooth, shiny 


and attiactue, but it quickly be- 
comes shabby and worn if it is 
not protected Regardless of whe- 
ther the linoleum is used for floor 
co\ermgs, kitchen counter tops, or 
walls, it will stay attiactne long- 
er and wear better if waxed and 
polished 


The six following rules will add 


years to its life and attiactueness. 
(1) dust daily, 
(2) use water 


sparing!}, (.3) clean with special 
linoleum cleaner, mild soapsuds or 
mild detergent solution, (4) apply 
wax in a thin, e\en film, (5) re- 
wax only as needed, usually not 
oftener than once a month and 
(6) never use abrasives harsher 
than fine steel wool to take off 
spots that are haid to iemo\e 


A common cause of trouble with 


linoleum is due to improper meth- 
ods of cleaning'. Scouring powders 
or coarse soaps should never be 
used, for their alkalies destroy the 
base materials of the linoleum. It 
should never be flooded with wa- 
ter, as in mopping, for water 
works thiough the joints and loos- 
ens the cement 


Cleaning should be with cloths 


dampened by suds of a pure and 
mild soap or detergent. This is 
followed by cloths dampened with 
clear \vater to take up the dirt and 
cause the linoleum to dry quickly. 
Newly-laid linoleum should not be 
washed for at least 10 days. 


After the floor is completely dry, 


apply a thin coat of water-soluble 
wax, 
Several thin 
applications, 


buffed between each application, 
are more satisfactory than one 
heavy coat. 


Printed linoleum usually has a 


coat of lacquer applied at the fac- 
tory It may be re-lacqueied, but 
if waxed, all traces of wax must 
be removed 
before 
lacquering 


Never use varnish, shellac or lac- 
quer on inlaid linoleum 


Liquids that might stain lirto- 


leum should be wiped up at once 
Iodine, ink and similar liquids wall 
absorb slowly if at all, the stain 
remaining on the suiface 


Such stains can be removed by 


gentle rubbing- with fine steel wool 
or by scraping with a razor blade 
As the rubbing and scraping will 
remove the surface coating of the 
linoleum, it should be followed at 
once by waxing or lacquering, ac- 
cording to the finish 


Very often existing linoleum in- 


stallations on floors, xvalls and 
counter tops can be made to give 
much longer service by patching 
the worn areas Since most Imo- 


Here are all the teols you need 
to g«e your linoleum tare that 
will insure good looks and long 


life. 


leum patterns aie stock items, it 
generally is possible to purchase 
the amount necessary to make the 
patch 


If the linoleum is figured, be 


sure to allow material for match- 
ing the pattern 


Cut out the worn area, following 


the pattetn lines wheie\er pos- 
sible Then match the new pieces 
o\er the opening Fasten with 
thumbtacks or tape and rough-cut 
to about 1 inch over-size Then 
scnbe the piece to obtain a perfect 
match 


Spread cement in the open area 


and pi ess the patch firmly in 
place, rolling it down until it 
makes full contact Clean up all 
excess cement and finally rub 
lightly with fine steel wool to dull 
the surface so that it xvill match 
the old as closely as possible. 


To flatten a bulge along a seam, 


work some linoleum cement be- 
neath it by lifting the edge and 
pushing in the paste with a flat, 
thin stick If the bulge is in the 
center of a sheet, a cut must be 
made through which the cement 
can be introduced The cut is made 
with a razor blade or other sharp 
knife along an outline of the pat- 
tern where it will not show After 
the cement is spread, the bulge is 
pressed down and weights placed 
on it until the cement has harden- 
ed

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Korea Now a Matter of Principle 


The "new phase" of the Korean war now has proceeded 


far enough to make it plain the United States is not simply 
conducting an orderly withdrawal in prelude to a final evac- 
uation of the peninsula. 


We're fighting to hold as much free Korean soil as we 


can—as long as Vire can. At least, in the words of Chief of 
Staff General Collins, that is our present intent. 


Insofar as this keeps a substantial proportion of our 


trained combat troops tied down and thus unavailable for 
duty elsewhere, the policy may actually be viewed by Russia 
as an advantage on her side. 


But evidently the leaders of this country believe the gain 
to Russia is outweighed by the gain to us. 


First of all, we are continuing to exact a high price for 


aggression. Our defense of key positions south of Seoul has 
cost the Chinese and North Korean Reds dearly Surely 
they understand that if they wish to push us off the penin- 
sula it is not going to be a quiet walk. 


Secondly, by staying in Korea we are standing by our 


declared friends, by a free people in distress. The fledg- 
ling Republic of Korea is virtually a ward of the United Na- 
tions; more than almost any other, it is entitled to protec- 
tion from the countries which assisted at its birth. 


To get out of Korea without being driven out by over- 


whelming enemy forces would be to tell nations in both Asia 
and Europe that it doesn't pay to side with us, that when 
the chips are down we'll desert them. We'd be saying in 
effect: "You'd better make the best terms you can with 
the Communists. You can't count on us in the long run." 


This we decline to say. And so we go on fighting and 


dying there, as we have for six months past. Short of all- 
out involvement with Red China, we intend to stick—if we 
can. We insist upon showing the Reds up as the bullying 
gangsters they are. We intend to give them no free soil 
on a platter. 


In other words, the high principles that led us to enter 


Korea in the first place are still valid reasons for being there 


It is regrettable that the United Nations has been so 


slow to support us in the Chinese phase of the Korean war. 
But its hard to grasp the reasoning in the argument we 
should leave Korea if the UN refuses to condemn China as 
an aggressor. 


j 5 t5S,JJIl,wm not do so' that wi11 be bad, both for us 
and the UN. For it will gravely weaken the UN as a peace 
agency. But the situation may be made worse if we should 
then proceed ourselves to abandon the principles we are 
asking the UN to espouse. 


No matter what the UN does or does not do, we must 


maintain our status as the rallying point for the noblest as- 
pirations of free men. Other peoples' failure to live by high 
principles is no excuse for our own failure. We are still the 
great torch-bearers of liberty. That's why we're in Korea.

A Low Opening 
Meld Is Best 


By OSWALD JACOBV

"Here is a situation that puz- 


zles me all the tune," is the com- 
plaint of a reader in St. Paul, 
Minn. "I hold three tens, two nines 
and two 
deuces—among 
other 


cards. It is the beginning of the 
game, and both sides need 5( 
points for the first meld. Which is 
the better play: To meld the three 
tens and the two deuces—making 
it easier to get a canasta; or 
meld three tens with one deuce 
and two nines with the othe 
deuce, making it easier for partne: 
to add to one of the t%vo melds?' 


In general, neither is a good 


play. If nobody has melded^ your 
best bet usually is to put nothing 
down at all. Wait until you can 
get the discard pile with your 
meld. This is particularly true if 
you have a couple of pairs among 
your other cards—especially pairs 
of low cards that count only 5 
points each. 


If you have some pairs of this 


kind, the chances are very good 
that one of those cards will be 
discarded to you very soon. Then 
you can take the discard pile at 
the same time that you make your 
initial meld. 


If you have no low pairs, it may 


be wise to meld from- your hand 
However, the general principle of 
making the initial meld is to use 
as few cards as possible. Hence 
you would meld the three tens and 
only one deuce. Why use five cards 
for the meld if you can do it with 
only four? 


The situation is quite different 


if the opponents have already 
melded and if they have control 
of the discard pile. Then you are 
interested in making a canasta 
quickly and melding out. 


In this case you must remember 


what your partner has discarded 
and what he has failed to pick up 
Tom the discard pile. If he has 
discarded tens, you know that he 
has few tens left in his hand (if 
any); and likewise, if he has dis- 
carded nines. If a ten or a nine 
was discarded to him, and he fail- 
ed to pick it lip, you suspect that 
he does not hold the matching 
:ards. 


Using this evidence as a guide, 


'ou should put down three tens 
and both deuces if you think that 
he probably has some tens. If you 
have reason to believe that he 
lacks tens, you should meld both 
deuces with the pair of nines. 


If you have no evidence at all 


to go on, meld the three tens with 
both deuces. A five-card meld is 
nearer to a canasta than a four- 
card meld (such as both nines with 
the two deuces). 


The important thing is to know 


what you are aiming for. At the 
beginning of a hand you don't or- 
dinarily plan to meld out in a 
hurry; you therefore aim to pick 
up the discard pile. If the oppo- 
nents beat you to the discard pile 
and are clearly in control of the 
situation, you must plan to rneld 
out in a hurry; and you will then 
aim to make a canasta as quickly 
as possible. 
* * • 


Q—If my partner melds 50 


points (or more, as needed, later 
in the game), do I also need to 
put down 50 points the first time 
I -meld. 


A—No. If your partner makes a 


sufficient meld you can then meld 
any amount at all. For example, 
suppose your partner melds a 
joker with a pair of sixes. When 
your turn comes you can meld a 
single six (counting only 5 points); 
you don't have to meld 50 points 
of your own.

Gas Shortage-ln 30 Years or So 


Warning that the southwestern U. S. should 
tart thinking about reserving some of its natural 
gas supplies for future home consumption has been 
voiced by Harrington Wimberly, Oklahoma editor 
and member of Federal Power Commission. Wim- 
>erly points out that natural gas distributed from 
the southwest to other parts of the country 
hrough interstate pipelines was one trillion cubic 
'eet in 1945. It is now going at the rate of two 


trillion feet a year. It may reach three trillion by 
1953. 
Known reserves of natural gas are now 


estimated at 180 trillion feet. Half of this is lin- 
ger contract to interstate pipeline companies. This 
means that' the supplies should begin to run low 
in 30 to 60 years, unless new fields are discovered. 
Today's biggest hopes for new fields lie in the con- 
tinental shelf tidelands. Their mineral rights are 
now reserved by the federal government.

For the 849 cities that have been certified to 


Housing Expediter Tighe Woods, rent controls will 
expire June 30 under present federal law.

About 1600 cities have 
taken no action.

extension of rent controls to any city not now 
under controls.

Latest reports from inside Russia indicate that 


Russian people have not been alerted or educated 
to the possible danger of atomic bomb attack. 
They have not been trained for civilian defense of 
any kind. Russian anti-aircraft batteries, which 
effectively reduced German bomber damage in 
World War U, have now been increased from two 
guns to four. But there are no evidences of air 
raid shelters. Loss of life of civilian population 
is apparently of small concern to Kremlin masters. 


Moscow is still brain center and industrial 


center as well as governmental center of Russia. 
Other industrial communities have been built up, 
but decentralization has taken little out of Mos- 
cow.

Smallpox Hangs on Despite 
Modern Vaccination Work 


Not long ago we read in the 


papers that 
Korean 
refugees 


leeing for their lives in the bitter 
cold were faced with still another 
disaster, the outbreak of smallpox. 
The reports also stated that health 
officers in the country were fever- 
shly vaccinating as many people 
as they could lay their hands on. 
Truly war, disaster, and disease 
walk hand in hand. 


Smallpox for centuries was one 


of the great killers of mankind and 
iven today it hangs over our heads 
ready to kill or maim when other 
disasters strike or if our preven- 
tive vigilance is relaxed. 
Many 


vill remember, for example, how 
about four years ago a traveler 
'rom Mexico brought the disease 
to New York: six million or more 
vere vaccinated inside of a month 
and the potential epidemic was 
stopped in its tracks. 


The fact that smallpox is so well 


under control most of the time in 
.he countries of western civiliza- 
:ior. is owed to a discovery made 
only a little more than 150 years 
ago. It is an interesting story. A 
country practitioner in England 
named Edward Jenner noticed that 
milk maids in his community did 
not get smallpox even when al- 
most everyone else caught the dis- 
ease. 


This attracted his further atten- 


tion and he found that most of 
them had scars on their hands 
which had come from a disease 
present on the udders of cows, 
called cowpox. Did this, Jenner 
vondered, have anything to do 
with their resistance to smallpox? 


GREAT GAMBLE 


Then Jenner made a daring and 


risky experiment. 
He took pus 


rom the hand of a cowpox-infect- 
•d milk maid and scratched it onto 
he skin of a boy, James Phipps. 
n a few days James developed a 
:ort of an infected blister which 
ioon healed. Six weeks later came 
he crucial test; Jenner inoculated 
he boy with pus taken from a pa- 
ient with smallpox. Imagine the 
anxiety. 
But nothing happened; 


the first vaccination had taken and 
ames Phipps was immune to the 
iread smallpox. In this way vac- 
:mation was discovered. 


Now we hear that England is, 


fighting off an outbreak of this 
dread disease. Fate plays strange 
tricks; it was an English doctor 
who discovered vaccination but his 
country gave up compulsory vac- 
cination only a few years ago. The 
penalty is proving to be a drastic 
one.

ed men for a minimum of three 
years if they could get them as 
volunteers. 


Students Get Break 


To aid college students, the De- 


fense Department yesterday issued 
a new rule, elfeclive immediately, 
giving the student who gets a 
draft notice the right to volunteer 
for the armed service of his choice. 


This knocked out a draft rule 


which had caused many college 
students to quit school in mid- 
term. 


As is the practice now, a stu- 


dent getting a draft notice won't 
be* called- to duty until the end of 
the school year he has started. 
But the new order permits him to 
wait until near the end of the 
college year and still have the 
right to signify his choice of arm- 
ed services. 


Formerjy, the student getting 


a draft call automatically was 
destined for the army. As a result, 
numbers of them dropped out of 
school to volunteer and get to 
choose which armed service they 
wanted to enter. 


The new order specifically says 


the services will accept enlist- 
ment in the two months prior to 
the final month of the school term. 
Then .the enlistees will not be 
called until the term is over. 


For example, if a college student 


got a draft notice tomorrow, he 
would have automatic deferment 
until March or April — and then 
could enlist in the service of his 
choice.

claimed almost 800 Friday, boost- 
ing Far East Air Forces' total 
since Sunday to 3,650 killed. 


Carrier Planes Help 


The navy announced 
planes 


from carrier task force 77 killed 
2,200 of 3,000 Reds sighted Wed- 
nesday in a valley near Tanyang. 
Ground troops confirmed the fig- 
ure, the navy said. 


Four American fliers said they 


were not sure the Reds fired on 
them. 


Pilots of the four American jets 


said six Red planes passed them 
from below and six more from 
above. 


The enemy jets disappeared aft- 


er one pass. 


Many Reds were reported bur- 


rowing hi snow to escape the lew- 
flying Air Force and Navy pilots. 
Some were even said to be hiding 
in hastily-made igloos— hard for 
the airmen to spot. 


The U. S. army clung, to its 


estimate of about 300,000 Chinese 
Reds in the battle zone and some 
45,000 others backing them up. 
About 150,000 North Koreans have 
regrouped and been deployed in 
the center of the peninsula, 


Await Big Push 


Allied field officers said they 


expected the Reds to open an all- 
out attack at any time. 


The Reds will strike "when they 


are damn good and ready," a U. S. 
division staff officer 
said. He 


added: 


"We are ready for them. We 


stood off more than the attacks 
they'll be able to mount." 


Another staff officer predicted 


the Reds would launch their big 
assault before the first of Febru- 
ary.

applied by implication to all simi- 
lar luncheon groups throughout 
the world. 


The NCWC dispatch said au- 


thorities in Rome "emphasize that 
the Vatican's ban on membership 
in, and attendance at, 
Rotary 


clubs applies only to priests and 
not to Catholic laymen." It added: 


"It is generally stated here in 


Latin America, 
particularly, 


Rotary is usually associated with 
a form of freemasonry which is 
actively hostile to the church."

Frankfurt, Germany, Jan. 20— 


(AP)—Gen. D wight 
D. 
Eisen- 


hower, who once entered Germany 
as a conqueror, declared today "1 
would like to see the German peo- 
ple lined up with others in defense 
of the western type of civiliza- 
tion." 


Eisenhower, who flew in from 


Luxembourg on the wind-up of 
his tour of Atlantic Pact nations 
to lay the groundwork for a united 
defense against Communist ag- 
gression, told reporters: 


"I hope that some day the great 


German people will be . lined up 
with the west. I believe in the 
freedom loving quality of the Ger- 
man people." 


Can't Be Neutral 


The commander was met at the 


big Rhein main airport outside 
Frankfurt by generals of the Big 
Three western occupation armies. 


Asked whether he believed the 


Germans should be mobilized to 
assist in the western defense plan, 
he declared there is "no place for 
actual neutrality" when civiliza- 
tions are in conflict. 


Eisenhower emphasized, how- 


ever, that the Germans should be 
allowed to come into the defense 
alliance of their own free will. 


"It is silly to think of trying to 


pit them in against their wishes," 
he declared. "No^sokher loves the 
front lines. He likes to feel he is 
fighting for a cause. No man in 
the front lines ought to feel he is 
lacking in that conviction." 


Eisenhower said he did not ex- 


pect to get a real sense of German 
public opinion on this trip. 


He pointed out that when he 


came to Germany before it was as 
the head of an army. 


"Bygones Are Bygones" 


"That time," he added, "I had 


deep antagonisms against the Ger- 
man Nazi regime and all the Nazis 
stood for." 


"For my part," he added, "by-

Placement directors said three 


things largely were responsible for 
the change in the job picture from 
last June, when there was doubt 
that all graduates could be placed.

grabbing some men already, and 
more are likely to go. Companies 
aie playing safe by hiring replace- 
ments now. 


2. Many companies will be con- 


verted to fulltime war production. 


They are increasing their man- 
agement ranks, which means more 
jobs for graduates. 


3. The big firms are looking to 


the future. They foresee a pos- 
sible period of prosperity shou"^ 
war tensions ease, and they don t 
want to be caught short handed.
